N THE MAJORITY of wres- 
tling bouts, several minutes are 
generally used just for grapplers to 
feel each other out. The foes circle 
warily, feint, try a hold, test 
strength and watch each other's eyes. 
This generally happens between 
competitors who -have wrestled 
before. Strange as it may sound, it 
is healthy. By testing each other, a 
certain level of defensibility 
emerges. As well as vulnerability. 
But this enables both wrestlers 
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to fully explore their foe’s strong 
and weak points, while retaining a 
touch of uncertainty. 

No wrestler knows another 
completely. If he does, he might be 
able to cripple him. Or kill him. 

A qualification must be made. 
Rick Steamboat and Ric Flair 
totally kmow each other. «They 
know each other too well. It has 
become very dangerous. 

Someone could get hurt. Or worse. 

They've wrestled many times. 


Some may say they have wrestled 
too often. 


“Whenever those two guys get 
together, you know it'll be war,” 
said a Mid-Atlantic area promoter. 
“That’s not the point. What is 
happening is they know exactly 
how to hurt each other. 

“Add their intense hatred and 
you've got a scary situation. They 


have no reason not to. use 
that knowledge.” 
Illustrative of this ~ terrifying 


knowledge was their most recent 
match. As soon as the bell 
sounded, they were tearing 
and twisting.

heard it. Then it seemed as if

people, because at least that 
many said, ‘| was there when he 
said it.” 

“Backlund is good but | am 
better,’’ Seven words. Spoken by 
most wrestlers, it would seem 
harmless enough. But for Bruno 
Sammartino to say it about Bob 
Backlund, it is shocking news. It 
is a claim that might wreck the 
young man’s career. No foe 
could wound Backlund as deeply 
as those words. 

For almost 15 years, Bruno 
Sammartino was the dominant 
force in wrestling. As champion 
of the WWF, he reigned over the 
sport like a Caesar, worshipped 
and unconquerable. When 
Backlund became champ, he 
had to suffer through the 
inevitable comparisons between 
himself and Bruno. Bruno’s 
achievements will overshadow 
the sport for decades to come. 


_ Backlund, as the first man to try 


to fill Bruno’s boots, is forced to 
carry the full weight of Bruno’s 
legend on his shoulders. It could 
crush anybody. Most men 
wouldn't dare try. Bob’s courage 
is heroic. But to be insulted by 
Bruno, to have the beloved ex- 
champion say, ‘Backlund is 
good, but | am better,”’ would be 
too much for any man to bear. No 
one would know this better than 
Bruno. 

That's why it seemed 
impossible for Bruno to have 
said this. No one is more aware 
than Sammartino of the 
sensitivity of .the situation. 
When the remark became public 
knowledge, it seemed time to 
find out if Bruno actually said it. 
That's when things became 
confusing. 

At first, Bruno denied saying 
anything at all. Then someone 
asked if he agreed with the 
statement. ‘That's not forme to

Flair’s animal instincts serve him 
well in frenzied brawls. A 
purposeful disqualification is not 
beneath Flair.
